~ REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The oecurrenee of an unusual number of eases of con- 
tageous disease during the past year has brought an in- 
creased amount of labor and expense upon this depart- 
ment. 

There have been cared for, one case of diphtheria, of 
scarlet fever one, tuberculosis two, measles, twenty-five 
seventeen houses have been quarantined and seven ane 
been disinfected, including t the Central School building, 
whieh equaled in expense about six ordinary houses. 
Two houses haye been disinfected on account of cancer. 


Two samples of the town water have been sent to the 


state laboratory for.analysis and two . samples ‘from 
private wells. . ‘ 
In all reported eases of contagious disease the require- 
ments of the law have been promptly afd thoroughly 
complied with and the measles spread quite extensively, 
no other disease has gone beyond the original case. 
The town was especially fortunate that the one ease 
of searlet fever,—that most dreaded disease of children, 
—did not extend further. 
- What appears to have been quite an epidemic of 
whooping cough has disturbed the schools of the town 
during the fall and winter terms but only eight cases 
have been reported to this board owing partly to the 
fact that in most cases no physician has been in atten- 


‘dance and the children have been allowed to cough it 


out; and partly to the fact that this year it has been 


42 


very difficult to distinguish it frem a bronchial cough 
that has prevailed very generally. = 

The enforcement of the law in relation to Pec 
of sehool children has been quite hearly accomplished 
but it has been a matter. of much unnecessary time and 
expense, owing to the persistent efforts of many parents 
to evade the law. ~ 

From the Weekly Sane of the U. 8S. Public Health 

Service, I find that in the few states that give fullede- 
tailed reports of epidemic and contagious disease there 
have occurred during the past year 2,414 cases of small 
pox. Of these 43 had been vaccinated within seven 
years, 107 had been vaccinated more than seven years 
before and 2,234 had never been vaccinated. These 
Statistics will give you some idea of the value of vacci- 
nation as a preventive. 
The fact that this Board has not been called on to 
procure the abatement of any nuisance within the year e 
implies that our people have learned to appreciate clean- 
liness-and deceney more than in some former years. 

A: suggestion from the Health Officer of some minor 
improvement has always been kindly received and is 
‘usually sufficient. 2 i ,

REPORT OF BOARD OF FIRE ENGINEERS. 


The past year has established a record list of fires, 
ten fires being recorded with a total loss of $27,215 00. 


In August several brush fires and small fires gave evi- 
dence of incendiary origin. Finally a young man was 
taken into custody and confessed to setting several fires 
to a factory roof. He is now awaiting trial at Concord. 


No additional apparatus has been purchased during 
the past year and very few repairs have been necessary.

Pending permanent accommodations, a hose reel with 
equipment, has been placed in the sheds at the town 
hail to assist in the protection of property in that see- 
tion. 

Your Board of Engineers would again earnestly 
recommend the early installation of a fire alarm signal. 
This is a matter of vital importance to every property 
holder. The present method of raising an alarm by 
the means of church bells, factory whistles, ete., 1s un- 
certain, causing valuable time and is not in keeping with 
modern conditions. ; 

Another condition confronts us, which was not antici- 

, pated, the lack of transportation durmg the winter 
months, especially in the night time. This in a measure, 
might be remedied it the town owned teams or an auto- 
mobile that could be quartered in the engine house or 
nearby. : | 

A large number, of even the smaller towns are adopt- 
ing motor driven apparatus, but in view of the extra- 
ordinary expenses of the town and the immediate need 
of an adequate fire alarm signal, your Board does not 
see its way clear to advise the purchase ‘of an auto fire- 
truck at this time, as several citizens have suggested 
during the past year. :

Instead of submitting an extended report of the con- 
dition of our schools during the past- year we beg to 
refer to the report of Superintendent Libbey, who is 
able to see us as others see us, not as we see ourselves. 

The Board feel assured that his professional know]l- 
edge, good judgment and elose eontact with the schools 
of this and other towns,.make his observations valu- 
able. 

The measures for the improvement of our schools and 
school buildings, of which he speaks, may profitably, we 
believe, be considered by- our citizens before and at their 
next school meeting. 

It gives us pleasure to report that many signs of in- 
terest in our schools, oi, the part of the Lie have 
been noted during the year. 

Long visitors’ lists have been found in some of the 
school registers. The Parent-Teachers’ Association has 
continued its interest. Parents have often taken much 
pains to render the attendance of their children regular 
and punctual. 

Two generous gifts haye fea beatin which the 
School Board would gratefully acknowledge in behalf - 
-of-the pupils who enjoy them. One“is a large, eight- 
day wall-clock which has been placed in the West Hen- 
niker school room, presented by Miss J essie M. Fisher of 
Newton, Mass. Miss Fisher was a resident of this dis- 
trict in her childhood, and still retains an interest in it. 
The other gift, presented by the Woman’s Reading Club 
of Henniker, consists of the following books:

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_- REPORT. OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of the Town of Henniker: 

I hereby present my first report of Superintendent of 
Henniker Schools, and herein make certain suggestions 
and recommendations that seem to me necessary for the 
betterment of the schools. | 

In dealing with matters that affect the human mind in — 
its workings and development—and that is what we are | 
doine—time is an essential element to show any marked 
results. ? he 

I do not claim to have accomplished any great or con- 
spicuously visible results in the five months of my serv ice. 
What I have done is to begin in the lower grades a kind 

of work and method of doing it, the results and real value 
of which can. be appreciated only as these children shall 
pass from grade to grade. ; 

In other words we have begun a kind of reorganization 
where we should begin it at the very foundation of the 
whole school system. 

Reading has received particular attention both as to 
methed and subject matter, not only in the lower grades 
but in all grades of all the Elementary Schools. I have 
given it this prominence because I believe that ability to 
read rightly is the very foundation of ability to study 
rightly in all subjects in the upper grades and High school. 
The method, of teaching Spelling has been changed and . 
with good results. 

I have given and shall continue to give throughout 
the year, to all grades above the third, certain scienti- 
fie tests in Reading and Arithmetic, and before June 
‘shall give similar tests in Language and Spelling. 

The purpose of this is to secure data to help in sys- 
tematizing, standardizing and more accurately grading 
the whole school system. <As a result of my work so far, 
I_ believe there is a, greater interest in the school work

on the part of both teacher and pupil than formerly. 
“Tn the outside schools I know this to be true. ; 
This interest could still be quite materially increased 


and my plans more fully perfected and realized if the 


town would furnish more tools to work with. This fact 
‘every teacher realizes as well as I do. | 

I believe too that the facet that the superintendent 
may come in any time and that promotions at the end of 


the year will depend somewhat upon his judgment as to 


their fitness, has done much to stimulate the pupil to 
better work, even in High ‘school. | 


- 


General Conditions. 


‘As I entered your schools in September I found some 


teachers of long service and some just beginning. Neai- 
ly all were up to the average; some above it. 


The Central school building is one to be proud of, al- 
most an ideal one. 

It is splendidly situated, well lighted, neatly kept, 
every room in it ineluding the basement, cheerful and 


- pleasant and the play grounds adequate. 


The outside school buildings are in fairly good repair, 
but would be severely eriticised and some of them con- 


demned by the State Board of Health as not meeting 
standard requirements in respect to heat, light, ventila- 
tion, sanitation, seats or blackboards. 

I find all the schools without exception very inade- 
quately equipped in every respect. Some of the equip- 
ment of outside schools is so far out of date as to be 
practically useless. 

Especially do the teachers of these outside schools, de- 
serve great credit for doing as well as they -have with 
the little they have had to do with. 

The work being done in the schools was good but of 
the individual sort. I mean by that, each teacher was 


Pies 7) 
conducting her work without much knowledge or re- 
gard of what had been done in previous grades, and was 
therefore unnecessarily repeating much work previously 
done. In other words, system was lacking. 

It is the work of the superintendent to remedy this de- 
fect, and I am sure that you realize that this is no small 
task and that time and patience are necessary ay its ac- 
complishment. 

| » Repairs. 


The standard requirements of the state relative to 
school buildings are: That light should come from the 
left and rear of the pupil, and the window surface equal 
to one-sixth, or better still, one-fifth of the floor surface; _ 
that the rooms shall be well heated and ventilated, neat 
and. sanitary; that seats and desks be adjustable; that 
blackboards be of slate; that there be a proper drink- 
ing receptacle and eal cups; that toilets be so 
connected with the main schoolroom that pees need 
not go out of doors to enter them. 

I need not remind you that the outside schools econ- 
form to but few, if any, of these requirements, and 
therefore need attention in your consideration of re- 
pairs. 


Equipment. 


I have already said that the equipment of the schools 
is very inadequate. In fact, it is a very serious defect in 
the school system and should be remedied at onee. This 
fact needs to be emphasized and the tewn asked to make 
a liberal appropriation that your schools may be put 
upon a reasonable working basis. Maps and globes are 
needed in all the schools. There are now practically 
none. Regular text books are not sufficient and many 
that we have, as I have said, are practically useless. 
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More important than the regular text books in the 
schools of today are thessupplementary reading books fox 
teography, History, Language, Hygiene, Nature study 
and general information. - It is impossible to do the 


-. amount of work in our schools that the state requires, or 


do it in the way required without such supplementary 
books. I have made the one hundred dollars you allotted 
me for supplementary reading matter do a much needed 
and heretofore much neglected work; and I feel sure that 
no money expended for the schools has brought greater 
pleasure or interest to both teacher and pupils than this. 
Yet this is but a meagre beginning, entirely inadequate 
for present needs. Both teachers and pupils are already 
asking for more. Shall they have them? 


High School. 


IT have thus far spoken of matters more particularly 
pertaining to the grades. The high school, however, 
presents a problem which seems to me to demand the 
serious consideration of the Board and the citizens of the 
town and to warrant action. 

The trend of education today is toward the practical ; 
toward that kind of education that contributes to the 
upbuilding of the community ; that in a rural community 
educates toward the farm not away from it; the .kind 
that offers the boy. and girl something that appeals to 


their interests and is suited to their needs. The Henni- 
ker High School is not such a school. It goes too far 
toward the non-practical, not far enough in the other 
direction. None of the courses offers anything practi- 
eal; anything that appeals to the real interests or is 
suited to the needs of the pupils, except perhaps the 
College Preparatory, which meets the needs of from two 
to five percent only of those who graduate from the 
school. The other ninety-five or ninety-eight percent 
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who never can go to college, if they get a high school 
education must take under the present arrangement of 
courses practically the same subjects as those who are 
preparing for college. Better take that than nothing, of 
eourse. But is it right, is it just to this large percent 
of our boys and girls not to ‘offer them something they 
_ ean put to practical use in after years? Something that is 
suited to their needs. So fast has been the progress of 
education in our state in the past ten years, that the 
igh school not offering one or more so called, practical 
courses today is considered slow to say the least, and is 
ialling behind in its educational work. Two-thirds of the 
nigh schools of the state have adopted a Domestic Arts 


Course ; one-third an Agricultural Course; some schools 
have adopted both; some have, adopted a Mechanic Arts 
Course or Commercial Course. Nearly all have adopted 
some practical course. All will do so sooner or later. 
The longer the adoption of some practical course for the 
Henniker High School postponed the nearer the rear 
end of the procession we will be. | 


If we expect to hold our boys and girls in high sehool 


here in Henniker a change in the curriculum is neces-’ 


sary. If we expect to show them that there is something 
in life right here at home as interesting as anywhere 
else and as worthy of their life work, we must offer them 
something in the high school courses other than Latin, 
German, French, Algebra and Geometry. 


An additional reason for doing something with the .~ 


practical courses now is, that the Elementary Course or 
‘Study in the state has already been so changed that the 


work now done in the first two years of the high school 


will be done in the seventh and-eighth erades: that the . 


high school will be correspondingly changed within a

Should we not get into the advancing. column and

The equipment of the high school is much better ae 


that of the grades but still very inadequate—in some re- 
spects not up to the minimum requirements of the state.

Recommendations. 


In harmony with what I have stated above I make the 
following recommendations: 

1 That a system of repairing be adopted, whereby 
at least one school shall be taken each year and repaired 
to conform with standard requirements. 

2. That you recommend an unusually large appropri- 
ation for books and supplies that the schools may be 
equipped on a reasonable working basis this next year. 
I consider this essential if much progress is expected. 

3. That every school be furnished with some maps 
_and a globe. 

4. That the high school curriculum be reorganized by 
dropping out one of the courses now existing and substi- 
tuting therefor one, of the practical arts courses—pref- 
erably for this community, either the Domestic Arts or 
Agricultural Course. ow - 

5. That the board consider the advisability of adopt- 
ing the state’s new Elementary Course of Study and 
thereby establish the ‘‘ Junior High School.’’ 

6. That a music teacher be employed to teach and 
supervise musi¢e inthe schools.

February 15, 1917.

PUBLIC TRUST FUNDS. 


The Board of Trustees of Publie Trust Funds, elected 
Mareh 14, 1916, in accordance to chapter 162, Public 
Statutes, Session Laws of New Hampshire, approved 
April 21, 1916, herewith submit their first annual report. 

The Public Library funds that were held by the Trus- - 
tees of the Tucker Free Library, including all bonds, 
stocks, money in savings banks and money on hand, have 
been turned over to the Board of Trustees. All cemetery 
funds held in trust by the town at the time of the pas- 
sage of this act have also been received. 

The aggregate amount of invested securities of Library 
Trust Fund amounted to $35,598.74. The amount re- 
ceived as being held by the town for the support and 
maintenance of burial lots in the various yards in town 
was $2,655.26. August 5, 1916, this amount was reinvest: 
ed by the Trustees in ‘‘Town of Henniker N otes,’’ which 
was in compliance with the requirements of said act. 

Owing to the exact interpretation of the law relative 
to investing in stocky and bonds, your Trustees decided — 
it advisable to secure legal advice. We were advised by 
Attorney Allen M. Hollis to let the library securities re- 
main the same as at present. That in all probability the 
law would be changed or modified at the next session of 
the legislature and that the character of investments 
would be more fully defined. 

A bill has been introduced at the present session of 
the legislature to amend section 3 of chapter 162 of the 
laws of 1915 ‘‘Relating to Trust Funds held by Town 
and Cities.’? Thereby granting the right to invest funds 
in bonds which are legal instruments for banks of New 
Hampshire. 
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The character of the investment of the Library Funds © 


will be found in the report of George C. Preston, Treas: 
urer of the Board of Trustees. 

During the past year additional cemetery funds have 
been received amounting to $920.00, itemized as follows: 
Levi S. Connor estate, $200.00; Georgianna Patterson 
estate, $400.00; Sarah W. Pillsbury estate, $150.00; Seth 
Straw, $100.00; Warren Sanborn, $70.00..These bequests 
have also been invested in town notes. The agents who 
were appointed by the Trustees to have charge of the 
different cemetery lots that were provided with a fund 
in the various yards have very faithfully performed 
their duties. Not only have the burial lots been well 
kept, but the general appearance in and around the 


yards has been greatly improved. By co-operating with 


the officers of the Cemetery Association at the new 
park, very many needed improvements have been made. 
Many of the private lots have been kept in much bet- 
ter condition than usual. We.hope the interest thus 
shown along these lines will continue. 
An itemized list of all public trust funds, containing 
both library and cemetery securities and investments, 
will be found listed in this report. |

The securities owned by the town given by the late 
Geo. W. Tucker for the support of the Tucker Free 
Library were turned over from the treasurer of the 
Tucker Free Library to the trustees of the town funds 
on June 27, as required by an act of the New Hamp- 
shire legislature of 1915, entitled ‘‘An Act in regard to 
funds held by towns and cities of the State.’’ All in- 
comes from these securities since then have been received 
from the said trustees except the amount of the annual 


annuities, which have been paid direct from trustees of 
town funds. The same income has been received from 
these securities as in former years; but, owing to the 
death of Miss Morse, one of the beneficiaries under the 
Tucker will, more money has been available for the sup- 
port of the library; also through the generosity of Mr. 
O. M. Fisher, E. H. Walker and L. A. Cogswell, it was 
made possible to make improvements in the furnishings 
of the building and grounds and also to have the library 
open every afternoon and evening during the week from 
July to October for the use of the patrons of the read- 
ing and collection rooms, also three days each week for 
the distribution of books. I wish to make mention of 
the services of Mr. A. D. Huntoon, who has done good 
work in making our antique room one of the show places 
of the town; also to Mr. E. N. Cogswell and W. H. 
Bean for their labor in improving both the inside of 
the building, as well as the outside grounds. I ean as- 
sure the citizens of the town that it has been the desire
